Rev. Edwin Castledine of St. Peter’s, Redwood City, 
who intoned the service; and the Rev. H. I. Oberholtz- 
er of St. Paul’s, San Rafael, who preached the sermon. 
Special music was rendered by the choir, under the 
direction of Mr. Kenneth Olds, organist.

Student Religious Census at University 


The following religious census taken among the 
new students at the University of California shows 
some interesting trends when the 1932 figures are 
compared with those of 1920 and 1930. The greatest 
change is in the “No Preference” group, which has 
increased over 75 per cent from 1920 to 1932. Every 
denomination, with the single exception of the Uni- 
tarians, shows a decrease from 1930 to 1932. 

It has been observed that perhaps the denomina- 
tional affiliation can be preserved during college life 
by stressing it more during the high school age. The 
figures show another aspect. They may indicate that 
the undergraduates are less sectarian and more catho- 
lic in their religious loyalties. They may hold the key 
to Church unity in the near future.

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Divinity School Begins Fortieth Year 


At its chapel services following St. Luke’s Day the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific celebrated the 
opening of the school at San Mateo in 1893 and the 
beginning of its fortieth anniversary year. On the Sun- 
day following members of the school read Bishop 
Nichols’ prayer for the school at the various churches 
in their charge. 


At its meeting held during the same week the faculty 
of the school proposed tentatively the following ob- 
jectives for the observance of the year of celebration: 
first, to honor the builders of the school and of the 
Province; second, to know and serve the Province and 
make the school known to the Province; third, to de- 
termine the school’s goals, functions and policies and, 
fourth, to dedicate the school to the service of God 
through the Church in the Province. 


Special speakers at school chapels during the month 
have included the Rev. Prof. Y. Y. Tsu of Peiping Uni- 
versity, China; Dean Anna G. Newell of the School for 
Christian Service, Berkeley; the Rev. Charles A. Far- 
rar and Mr. Alfred J. Chaplin Bayley of the faculty of 
the school. 

On October 19 the school entertained the faculty and 
students of St. Margaret’s House at dinner. Thirty-two 
persons were present.

Chalice and Paten for St. Paul’s, San Rafael 


St. Paul’s, San Rafael, the Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer 
rector, recently has received a beautiful silver and 
gold chalice and paten, the gift of Mrs. Porter Ashe 
in memory of her son Robert Packer Rathbun. It is 
probably the handsomest set in the Diocese. The ves- 
sels are modelled after those of the Sixteenth Cen- 
tury. The base of the chalice is hexagonal and en- 
tirely covered with a repousse design of grape and 
leaf. The border of the base, on which is marked the 
inscription, and the ornaments are of heavy raised 
gold. The plain cup is adorned with a heavy gold 
cross and is lined with gold. The paten has a wide 
border of grape and leaf and a raised gold cross. 


The vessels were made entirely by hand of the fin- 
est workmanship by Olga Bujannoff, the well-known 
Russian silversmith of San Francisco. All the gold 
and silver used were the personal possessions of 
Robert Packer Rathbun in whose memory they are 
given.

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The Bishop’s Page 


Advent has always been, in 
Advent and Christmas the eyes of the Church, a very 

solemn time. The Advent 
hymns are full of warning notes. Heaven and hell, 
death and judgment have loomed large in discourse 
and sermon. The great Advent Collect carries us in a 
phrase from the humble birth in Bethlehem to the 
awfulness of the Lord’s coming as Judge. In the mod- 
ern preparation for Christmas we have forgotten most 
of this. On Sunday we may have sung— 


“The Judge Who comes in mercy, 
The Judge Who comes in might.” 


On Monday we have made Christmas lists, rushed 
around in the stores, planned gay pageants, given not a 
thought to any meaning deeper than the gaiety of the 
great feast itself. 

But after all, the Church was right in its association 
of the thoughts of judgment and of the swift and cer- 
tain justice of God with preparation for the joyous 
commemoration of the Saviour’s birth. Its meaning is 
that the manifest judgments of God in the life of men 
and nations are the tokens of His love and not of His 
wrath. “Wrath” is but a symbolic word. Love is ex- 
pressive of the real attitude of God. We no longer 
think in such terms as did our forefathers. Judgment 
is not a magnificent culminating spectacle, a wind-up 
of the temporal world. It is an ever-present fact. Christ 
is no longer in our thoughts to burst upon our world 
in vast dramatic pageant. His coming again is as St. 
John has reminded us, his constant presence in the 
Holy Spirit. He judges us daily; for daily men and na- 
tions are measured by His standard. 


This daily judgment is everywhere manifest. The 
bread lines reveal it. The suicides proclaim it. Misery, 
starvation, violence, debauchery, the industrial and 
economic world shattered, the world of nations weight- 
ed with armaments and shivering under the fear of 
war—what are these but signs of the judgment of God 
upon the greed and wickedness of men? 


But the blessed Christmas message comes to us in 
the discouraged and despairing moments when we can 
see only this sad world. It throws a flood of heavenly 
light over the whole sad scene. It tells us, “Yes, the 
judgment of God is apparent, was clear to the eyes of 
men long centuries before Christ. But He came and 
revealed to us that the judgment of God is always in 
love, that God does love us, that it is a heavenly 
Father Who disciplines us because He loves us.” 


“Glad tidings of great joy” the angels sang. The Ad- 
vent note is to remind us that Gdd’s love is too deep 
to be indulgent, the Christmas tidings altogether glad 
because they are the expression of a love ready to risk 
everything that we may reach the highest—which is

A Lesson on Bible Sunday cific Churchman will ap- 

pear just after “Bible 
Sunday.” It was one of Cramer’s inspirations to give 
us a collect based on the epistle which had been long 
in use but emphasizing so nobly one of the great con- 
tributions of the Reformation—the opening of the 
Bible to the people. Where the Scriptures are read, 
where men “mark, learn and inwardly digest” them, 
true religion may sometimes be distorted and misun- 
derstood but it can never fail. The Scriptures lead up 
to Christ; they give us all that we know of his life on 
earth; they expound the meaning of his life as it came 
with heavenly power into the lives of the early dis- 
ciples. Our Church is a Bible-reading Church. It gives 
us not only the epistles and gospels for each week 
but also lessons for the whole year. It is a Church 
which appeals to the Bible as the test of Christian 
truth. The creeds are accepted because “they may be 
proved by the Scripture.” There are many customs, 
many widely-received opinions, many doctrines which 
have grown up in the long life of the Church which 
have value to Christians but, says the Church, they are 
not essential unless they are found required in the 
Bible. 


Of all these things it is wise to remind ourselves 
from to time. Our forefathers knew the Bible. They 
quoted it. They guided their devotions by it. It was 
meat and drink in their spiritual life. Times have chang- 
ed. The Bible is no longer read as a matter of course. 
The vounger generation hardly knows it at all. Biblical

“boners” abound. Even students coming to the theo- 
logical schools lack the most elementary knowledge 
of it. 

There are many factors contributing to this slipping 
of the Bible out of its great place in our religoius life. 
Into them I can not go at this time. But one thing is 
clear. Where men “read, mark, learn and inwardly 
digest” the Scriptures life is richer, for God is nearer 
and Christ is dearer. This week following Bible Sun- 
day is a good time to begin again a more constant use 
of this greatest of all books. 

There are many helps. If one wishes to read topi- 
cally there are selections like those of the Church- 
man’s Calendar of Daily Bible Readings (to which, by 
the way, the rector of All Souls, Berkeley, is a con- 
tributor this year) or the little leaflets issued by our 
Cathedral Healing Mission. If one wishes (and we all 
should) to know the Bible more thoroughly, there are 
innumerable books to guide us. I read the other day a 
just-published book on the New Testment by Pro- 
fessor Scott of Union Seminary, admirable in every 
way. But the clergy are more than glad to suggest 
books and to guide reading. Ask your rector! Attend 
a Bible class! Find out what the Diocese and the 
Woman’s Auxiliary are doing in adult education! Re- 
member constantly the great prayer: 


“Blessed Lord, who hast caused all holy Scriptures 
to be written for our learning, grant that we may in 
such wise hear them, read, mark, learn and inwardly 
digest them, that by patience and comfort of thy holy 
Word, we may embrace and ever hold fast the blessed 
hope of everlasting life, which thou hast given us in 
our Saviour, Jesus Christ. Amen.” 


Bishop Parsons Heads Unity Conference 


Rt. Rev. Edward L. Parsons, D. D. of San Fran- 
cisco, Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of 
California, has been named chairman of a conference 
on Christian unity to be held at Berkeley on Febru- 
ary 24 and 25, 1933, under the auspices of the Chris- 
tian Unity League, an international organization with 
headquarters at Baltimore, Md. Bishop Parsons has 
an international reputation as a leader in movements 
to further church unity. He is a member of the con- 
tinuation committee of the Christian Unity League. 

The Christian Unity League will convene at the 
close of the regular pastoral conference of the Pacific 
School of Religion to be held next February and its 
sessions probably will be held in the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Berkeley. Dr. Clayton C. Morrison, 
editor of the “Christian Century,” will be one of the 


principal speakers on the program and the commit- 
tee is endeavoring to bring Dr. Peter Ainslie, founder 
of the league, to Berkeley for the keynote address. 
The league had its beginning in 1928 at the First 
Presbyterian Church of Baltimore. Since then it has 
held conferences which have attracted national and 
international attention, in Linwood Church, Kansas 
City; St. George’s Protestant Episcopal Church and 
the Union Theological Seminary, New York; the Pres- 
byterian Church of the Covenant, Cleveland, and St. 
John’s Methodist Episcopal Church South and the 
Protestant Episcopal Christ Church Cathedral, St. 
Louis. It is not the purpose of the league to unite 
denominations that are not ready to unite, but to pro- 
mote the spirit of unity among individuals of all 
denominations. The pact of the league has been 
signed by thousands of members of nearly all of the 
215 Christian communions in the United States. In 
signing the pact, the individual promises to strive to 
bring the laws and practices of his communion into 
conformity with the principle that all Christians are 
equal before God, so that no Christian shall be denied 
membership in any church, nor the privilege of par- 
ticipation in the Lord’s Supper and that no Christian 
minister shall be denied the freedom of any pulpit 
by reason of difference in forms of ordination. |

The many friends of the Rev. and Mrs. John Lef- 
fler of St. John’s, Ross, rejoice with them over the 
safe arrival of a son. We know the dear boy will be 
a source of joy to his fond parents and we wish him 
health and strength and every blessing. 


St. Dorothy’s Rest at Camp Meeker had another 
successful season, taking care of 173 children and 134 
adults during the summer months. During this period 
14,755 meals were served. The Rev. Dr. and Mrs. 
James O. Lincoln have done one of the most notable 
pieces of constructive work in the entire country -by 
the development of this great institution in memory 
of their dear daughter Dorothy. Beautifully located, 
with commodious buildings and an attractive chapel. 
St. Dorothy’s has been a means of bringing health, 
strength and spiritual blessing to thousands of God’s 
needy ones. The institution has some endowment but 
this needs enlargement and we have no hesitancy 
in commending the work to generous Church people 
for careful consideration in the matter of bequests. 


Near the font at the entrance of St. Paul’s Church, 
San Rafael (the Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer, rector) an 
attractive children’s corner has been arranged, with 
pictures and books suitable for children and a small 
prayer desk. Over the corner is an appropriate il- 
luminated poster with three illustrated suggestions: 
First, be very quiet; second, touch and look at any- 
thing you like; three, kneel for one prayer before you 
go. The children are receiving excellent training and 
there is a junior choir, under the leadership of Mrs. 
I. W. Borda, which sings remarkably well. The adult 
congregation is also increasing and here, too, the 
music is of high order, thanks largely to the good 
work of Mr. and Mrs. Mainwaring. 


The burning of the mortgage on the property of 
St. Cyprian’s Mission (colored) took place with due 
ceremony on the evening of Tuesday, November 15 
in the parish house of the Church of the Advent. A 
large number of members of St. Cyprian’s, together 
with friends of the work from the city parishes, were 
present and an interesting musical program was pre- 
sented. The Rev. R. T. MacDonald, S. S. J. E., priest- 
in-charge of the mission, presided. The Archdeacon 
read a letter of good wishes from Bishop Parsons and 
voiced the appreciation of the Diocese for the good 
work done by the members of St. Cyprian’s under 
the successive leadership of the Revs. David R. Wal- 
lace, C. A. Forbes, S. S. J. E., and R. T. MacDonald, 
S. S. J. E. The people of St. Cyprian’s have mani- 
fested great self-respect, courage and self-sacrifice in 
what they have accomplished. In order to purchase 
the new property on Geary street they had to borrow 
in 1931 the sum of $1000, payable in four yearly pay- 
ments of $250 each.

The Archdeacon visited All Saints, San Francisco, 
on Tuesday evening, November 1, on the occasion of 
the annual parish dinner. The attractive new parish 
house was filled with an attendance of 180 people. 
There was an enjoyable musical program, after which 
talks were made by Mrs. Bailey, president of the Ladies 
Guild, and by the rector, the Rev. Arthur J. Child. The 


latter gave a resume of the church’s progress, which 
is especially commendable. Under his leadership an 
advance has been made in every department of the 
church’s work. The new parish house is a noteworthy 
achievement and is already filled by the growing 
Church School. The grounds of the church have been 
beautified and, best of all, the people are responding 
loyally to the indefatigable labors of the rector in help- 
ing to upbuild a greater and better parish. The Arch- 
deacon spoke voicing his appreciation of what Mr. 
Child is accomplishing and urging the parishioners to 
make All Saints a parish in which every member is a 
worker, a witnesser and a worshipper. 


Grace Cathedral Church School has almost doubled 
in enrollment during the past six months. This is due 
to the good work of Canon Harvey Hanson and Mrs. 
Naffsiger. The sessions are held in the remaining: sec- 
tion of the old crypt, while the children of the kinder- 
garten meet in the guild room of the Diocesan House. 


One of the first churches in the Diocese to put into 
practice the new “Demonstration Parish Program” 
suggested by the National Council is St. Stephen’s Mis- 
sion, Gilroy (the Rev. Charles Fritz, rector.) On a 
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number of successive Wednesday evenings Mr. Fritz 
has had a group of canvassers meet to talk over plans 
for the effective carrying out of the Every Member 
Canvass. The plan is working well. Mr. Fritz is bring- 
ing fresh zeal and enthusiasm into the work of St. 
Stephen’s, carrying on the good work of his prede- 
cessor, the Rev. Sydney Thomas. Gilroy is one of our 
agricultural centers that has suffered severely during 
the past few years on account of low prices for fruit 
crops. Mr. Fritz is quickly gaining the esteem of the 
community, has reorganized the Church School, form- 
ed a group of high school students and is quietly and 
effectively developing the attendance at the early cele- 
bration and 11:00 o’clock service each Sunday. His 
wife is of great inspiration to him in the fine work he 
is doing. 

On the morning of Armistice Day the Archdeacon 
visited Livingston Brothers store, Grant avenue and 
Geary street, San Francisco, where each year a special 
service is arranged by the management for its several 
hundred employes. The program included the singing 
of patriotic songs, violin and baritone solos by a couple 
of well-known radio stars and an address by the Arch- 
deacon on “The Higher Patriotism.” Mr. H. W. Calla- 
han, superintendent of the store, presided and made 
the necessary introductions.

All Souls, Berkeley (the Rev Theodore Bell, rector) 
had a successful annual parish dinner with a large 
attendance. The ladies of the parish served without 
cost a delicious “hard times” dinner. Mr. Bell intro- 
duced the wardens and vestry and also the presidents 
of the parish organizations and staff members. Com- 
munity singing was led by Mr. A. A. Armitage. During 
the course of the meal each parishioner made his con- 
tribution to the “Mile of Pennies Fund” that is being 
accumulated toward liquidating the mortgage on the 
parish house. Sixteen pennies make a foot, 48 a yard 
and 264 a rod. Under Mr. Bell’s fine spiritual leader- 
ship new enthusiasm and zeal are being manifested 
and All Souls is making steady progress.

St. Mark’s Parish, Berkeley (the Rev. Dr. Hodgkin, 
rector) recently had an every member canvass, not es- 
sentially for funds but for greater loyalty to Christ and 
His Church. Then on Tuesday, November 29, a largely 


attended loyalty dinner was held in the parish house. 
It was a happy, inspiring time and it is hoped will re- 
sult in increased zeal on the part of the parishioners 
of this important parish.

As we draw near to Christmas let us read anew the 
old, old story of the Nativity and rest happy and 
serene in the simple, old faith. Nothing has happened, 
or can happen, to disturb it. And as we sing the won- 
derful carols let us remember that they are true to the 
real Christmas spirit, when they summon us to the 
service of our less fortunate brethren. St. Nicholas 
who was Bishop of Myra about 300, has his place in 
the traditions of this holy season because he was the 
friend of the poor. He threw purses of gold in at their 
windows and hurried away. Tradition says that he 
was the first Santa Claus. He is credited with first 
climbing the chimney top and dropping a gift. He had 
expected the gift—a coin—would fall to the hearth and 
be found by a friend he wished to have it; but it hap- 
pened this friend’s daughter had hung up a pair of 
stockings there to dry and the coin fell into one of 
these. Good King Wencelaus saw a poor man shiver- 
ing. He followed him to his rude hovel, with pine logs 
and food. These are the happy saints, having the warm 
and satisfying happiness of making others happy. 

Above all, let us prepare our hearts for the entrance 
of the dear Christ. As we commune at the altar on 
Christmas Day let us ask Him to be our chief guest. 
His entrance will fill our lives with the joy and peace 
that passeth all understanding.

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A LETTER FROM OUR BISHOP

To the Clergy of the Diocese: 


My Dear Brothers: At the request of the | 
Diocesan Council I am sending this letter to the ; 
clergy of the Diocese asking them to consider 
its contents with their vestries and people; and, 
if it will help, to read it to their congregations. 
Although it concerns money, it is really a mes- 
sage of cheer. After careful estimates of in- 
come and expenditure of the year it appears 
that if the parishes and missions complete the 
payments on their pledges we shall end the 
year without debt. Such a satisfactory end- 
ing to a troubled year depends, however, on 

the payment of the pledges. We know how 
hard pressed the congregations are but we also 
know how fine and loyal is their spirit. We do 
not need to ask you to do your best. We can 
count upon that. But we do ask you to let all 
your people know the situation and to help 
them see how serious it would be if the Diocese 
should have to borrow to meet its obligations. 


We can not achieve in our own strength but 
we can in God’s strength. Remember St. Paul’s 
words: “I can do all things through Christ who 
strengtheneth me.” And remember the Psalm- 

.. ist’s faith: “The right hand of the Lord bring- 
eth mighty things to pass.”

Stained Glass Windows for Grace Cathedral 


Goethe’s famous remark about stained glass win- 
dows gave a poet’s true response to their magic 
charm. He likened their dullness without and their 
brilliance within the structure to the difference be- 
tween the dull spirit and the spirit inspired by di- 
vine power. | 

Those who have watched the development of the 
San Francisco Cathedral may have been forcibly re- 
minded of the great poet’s suggestion ‘hat light must 
come directly through windows in order to reveal the 
full power of their richness and charm. 

In other words, the intrusion of the light within a 
structure gives the windows an appearance of being 
seen from the outside rather than from the inside and 
so recalls the negative implication of the great poet. 

It is most natural that poets, musicians and lovers 
of beauty everywhere should be attracted to the glori- 
ous craft, stained glass. In itself it is really a medium 
for poets and musicians. The windows grouped at 
different levels in a great edifice like Grace Cathedral 
of San Francisco offer gracious songs and sympho- 
nies within symphonies to worship God with His own 
marvelous element, light. 

It was with such a conception before them that 
those most vitally interested (Dean Gresham, Bishop 
Parsons and Architect Hobart) developed. the icono- 
graphic scheme now being carried out in the win- 
dows. The nine great windows in the chancel have 
been chosen to present in the gracious symbols of 
light and color, that glorious idea, first suggested by 
St. John the Evangelist, of the nine choirs of angels. 
Each angelic choir represents a spiritual attainment 
embodied in angelic form and also approached by 


distinguished and saintly men and women of devoted 
lives on earth. 


The seraphim; -most -exalted- of all angels, nearest 
the throne of God, symbolize divine love. Therefore, 
the window devoted to the seraphim has the place 
of honor in the very center of the chancel. The figure 
of a seraph is in the large tracery piece, announcing 
divine love as the theme. Two dominating symbolic 
figures of our Lord as the light of the world and 
the good shepherd are eloquent enough to carry their 
beautiful message to the very entrance doors of the 
Cathedral when it is finished. Medallions underneath 
develop the significance of each figure, with three 


parables and with the miracle from the Gospel of St. 


John, wherein Christ said: “I am the light of the 
world.” | 

In the chancel group are two shorter windows that 
will be devoted to the four doctors cf the Church. 
The great north and south transept windows will 
symbolize the old and new dispensations. The north 
rose, recently placed, heralds the old dispensation 
with the seven archangels, Michael the Militant, cap- 
tain of the hosts of heaven, in the center. Under- 
neath, in lancet-like panels, are figures of King David 
and the four major prophets, symbols of the old dis- 
pensation that prepared for the new. 


The south rose window presents the new dispensa- 
tion with the seven angels of the seven churches, 
while figures of Christ and four of his devoted fol-

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lowers symbolize the spirit of brotherhood that il- 
lumined the new 

- Windows symbolizing the beginnings of Christian- 
ity on one side and the beatitudes on the other also 
will enrich the north and south transepts. Lower win- 
dows will represent the children of the New Testa- 
ment (south) and of the Old Testament (north.) 

The aisle windows in the nave are twelve in num- 
ber and will present in saintly characters and sym- 
bolical figures the twelve gifts of the Holy Spirit. 
The first three on the south will be “Love,” “Joy” 
and “Peace;” on the north ‘Steadfasiness,” “Meek- 
ness” and “Faith.” 

The great eastern rose window will serve as a glori- 
ous presentation of St. Francis’ “Canticle to the 
Sun,” surely an inspired thought in relation to San 
Francisco’s noble structure devoted to worship and 
praise. An American poet has suggested brief lines 
that might well be placed underneath the more fam- 
ous words of Goethe: 


You do poets and their song 

A grievous wrong, 

If your own soul does not bring 

To their high imagining 

As much beauty as they sing. 
--Thomas Bailey Aldrich.

Attention was called to the exhibit 
of bags made by St. Elizabeth’s Guild at Grace Cathe- 
dral, which was filled with small comforts and given 
to the inmates of the Laguna Honda Home; and to 
the Christmas cards Mrs. Stansfeldt is selling for the 
Sisters of St. Saviour. Some of these cards are quite 
original and lovely, especially those made by the fam- 
ous child artists of Vienna. Those present were invited 
by Mrs. Babcock to a tea to be given by the Convoca- 
tion of Oakland for Deaconess Clark and Miss Mea- 
cham at St. Margaret’s House. 

Mrs. Bruce Bacon, vice-president of the Diocese, 
made a short talk on interesting younger women in 
the work of the Woman’s Auxiliary, pointing out that 
parish interests are insufficient in themselves to hold 
their attention and that something in addition should 
be offered. She suggested a program compounded of 
social service, religious education, reading and discus- 
sion. She extended an invitation to those present to 
attend a series of lectures to be given by Mrs. William 
Palmer Lucas at Trinity Church on every third Tues- 
day of the month at 2:00 p. m. 

Mrs. Sherman announced that the task of keeping 
the altar at the Seamen’s Church has to be re-allotted, 
as the member who had hitherto done so has passed 
away. 

Miss Olive Meacham was then introduced and gave a 
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brilliant resume of her experiences in Liberia. Mis- 
sionary work there is concerned with the aborigines 
living in the hinterland. Work with girls is exceedingly 
difficult, as they are not considered to have souls but 
are bought and sold as property. The effort of the 
mission school is to make the girl over into a human 
being who will become a Christian wife and mother. 
The school is the intervening wedge between the un- 
civilized people of the interior and the enlightened and 
cultured Liberians of the coast. 

Tea was served following the meeting. It has been a 
great pleasure to have Miss Meacham present in the 
Diocese this last month and to hear of her interesting 
work. 

The annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary will 
be held on Thursday, February 9. At that time nomina- 
tions for president will be in order. The date of the 
January diocesan meeting will be announced later.

The autumn assembly of the Daughters of the 
King convened in Holy Innocents Church, San Fran- 
cisco, on Saturday, October 29. The service of devo- 
tion at 11:00 a. m. was conducted by the Rev. Willis- 
ton Ford, rector of the church. The sermon was in- 
spiring and gave much to think of during the coming 
year. The music was very beautiful. 


After the service those attending were entertained 
at luncheon by ladies of the church. The decoration 
of the tables, the well-served luncheon and the gen- 
eral air of hospitality will long be remembered by 
all of those present. A vote of thanks was given to 
Mrs. Ford and the ladies of her committee at the con- 
clusion of the luncheon. 


The afternoon session, presided over by Dr. Eliza- 
beth Christiansen, was very interesting. The three 
vice-presidents reported on work being done in their 
convocations. This work follows the usual procedure 
of Daughters of the King duties and embraces such 
activities as visiting the sick, social service, making 
articles for the Needlework Guild, layettes for the 
Associated Charities and any other duties which come 
to them. 


In the diocesan relief work the 40-cent meal ticket 
has been discontinued, as it was found to be more 
practical to give two 15-cent tickets in its place. The 
relief committee was allowed to use $1000 from the 
reserve fund of the Daughters of the King for this 
cause. To date, since the beginning of this work, 5422 
tickets have been distributed and there is now on 
hand $993. A gift of $25 from Miss Marian M. Jones 
to St. Luke’s Chapter for use in this work was grate- 
fully received. 


There was a discussion regarding the All Saints 
Day offering, which was requested by the General 
Assembly. It was decided that owing to the great 
amount of relief work that members are called upon 
to do, it would be impossible to comply with this 
request. | 


A committee was appointed to report on the mem- 
bership in the chapter formed in the Relief Home. 


The election of officers brought the following re- 
sult: Mrs. W. R. Hill, first vice-president; Mrs. H. 


McMurray, secretary; Mrs. Eric W. Hammond, cor- 
respondent to Church papers. 


St. Paul’s Chapter, Burlingame, extended an invita- 
tion for the next assembly. 


Dr. Christiansen thanked Holy Innocents for hos- 
pitality and also Mrs. Kent as organist and Mrs. 
Keith as soloist. Mrs. Abbot acknowledged and also 
thanked the members for remembering her with a 
telegram when she was unable to be present at the 
previous meeting, which absence was the first in 
twenty-five years. The meeting adjourned, having ac- 
cepted St. Paul’s invitation for the spring assembly. 


Activities of the Chapters 


On October 16 the newly-elected officers of Hope 
Chapter, Los Gatos, were installed by their rector, the 
Rev. Mr. Gillmor, at a very impressive service pre- 
ceding corporate communion. This was followed by 
a breakfast in the parish house, arranged for the 
convenience of those members who assist in the 
Church School. Eleven members were present. 


Incarnation Chapter, Church of the Incarnation, 
San Francisco, carried on through the summer in- 
stead of taking the usual vacation. Two hundred and 
fifty articles of clothing were distributed by Mrs. Chap- 
man, chairman of the philanthropy committee. In 
addition, thirteen men’s suits were sent to Canon Kip 
Mission; six pairs of shoes given to needy children; 
one dozen pairs of stockings; several glasses of home- 
made jelly; visits to lonely people. Two new Church 
School pupils were brought in. All of the clothing 
was in perfect condition and ready for immediate 
use. Two dollars and a half was sent in to the relief 
committee. The Pacific Churchman and other good 
reading matter was sent to a former rector now re- 
siding in an isolated district. The chapter sends 
Church School leaflets, crayons and drawing books 
to a little girl in Northern California. Two quilts were 
given to Canon Kip Mission and three others are 
being completed. 


St. Luke’s Chapter during this last year has been 
holding meetings in the evenings instead of in the 
afternoons. It found this much better for some mem- 
bers who worked during the day. The first meeting of 
this fall term was held at the home of Mrs. Eric W. 
Hammond. During the business session the officers 
for the coming year were elected and presented to the 
group. After the business meeting was over, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jennings gave a very interesting talk on their 
trip to Europe, showing many pictures of houses of 
worship there. On October 16 the chapter attended 
corporate communion, at which time a new member 
was admitted. The usual work of the Daughters goes 
along and the November meeting was held at the 
home of Mrs. Stephen J. Dean, newly-elected presi- 
dent. During the evening it was brought out that 
during the last year St. Luke’s Chapter has obtained 
donations of about $60 for the relief fund of the 
Diocese. After partaking of the president’s hosiptality 
the meeting adojurned to meet next month at the 
home of Mrs. Harrison Houseworth.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION

The Department of Religious Education would 
greatly appreciate contributions describing interesting 
pieces of work going on in various churches in Cali- 
fornia.

Curriculum Study 
By Avis E. Harvey 


The children’s commission of the department is 
making a study of existing material for use in the 
Church School. From time to time some of the find- 
ings will appear in The Pacific Churchman. There are 
two stories this month. One tells of the curriculum 
used at St. Matthew’s, San Mateo, under the direction 
of Deaconess Hayes. The other of the work done in 
one of the classes at Holy Innocents. This school meets 
on Saturday morning.

Holy Innocents Runs Experimental Class 


The primary class of Holy Innocents Church School, 
Oakland, of which Mrs. G. N. Thompson is the teach- 
er, is developing its work for the year around school 
experiences. The months of October and November 
have been devoted to a unit of work on “Our Church 
School.” During this unit the .class discussed the pur- 
pose of Church School and the things which they did 
in their Church School, heard stories about Church 
School, drew up rules for their class and made bean 
bags which they gave to the school for use at parties 
and during the play period. 

The entire school will devote the month of Decem- 
ber to preparing a Christmas pageant to be presented 
at Trinity Church, Oakland, on Christmas Day. 

After Christmas units of work on “Our Lord’s 
School,” “Schools in Other Lands” and “Our Day 
Schools” will be undertaken. Through stories, discus- 
sions and creative activities Mrs. Thompson hopes to 
help the children become better adjusted in their day 
school and Church School life. 


* + 


St. Matthew’s Church School 
Modern methods of education are combined with 


' the “good, old-fashioned ways” in the seventh grade of 


the Church School at the Church of St. Matthew, San 
Mateo. This grade is studying Christian worship. In 
the girls’ class each pupil is making a miniature set 
of communion vessels and linens (of tinfoil and fine 
muslin). The boys’ class is planning and constructing a 
model of the church building. This is “impression 
through expression.” But hand in hand with it goes 
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definite study of the services of the Prayer Book and 
the memorizing of answers on the Church, the sacra- 
ments and the ministry, from the offices of instruction. 

Here is alist of courses and textbooks being used in 
various grades in this Church School: Kindergarten— 
“Religion in the Kindergarten,” by Rhodes; published 
by the University of Chicago Press. First Grade— 
“God’s Friendly World,” Perkins; Pilgrim Press. Sec- 
ond Grade—A special course being worked out by the 
teacher and the director of religious education. Third 
Grade—‘Children of the Father,” Dadmun; Beacon 
Press; adapted to include pilgrimages to the church 
building. Fourth Grade—A special course on the life 
of Jesus, using “The Child Jesus and His Compan- 
ions,” Jones, for main story material. Fifth Grade— 
“The Christian Seasons,” Christian Nurture Series, 
adapted. Sixth Grade—“Followers of the Marked 
Trail,” Frayser; Abingdon Press. This is a course on 
the Bible. Seventh Grade—“Christian Worship,” a spe- 
cial course. Eighth and Ninth Grades—‘“Peter and 
Paul and Their Friends,” McKendry; Beacon Press. 
Advanced High School—Special course following out 
the needs of this group. 


The Pre-school Department 


A child’s religious education begins before he is 
born, in the spiritual as well as physical preparations 
which his parents make for his coming. It continues 
for the first few years of life in the home, building up 
right or wrong attitudes toward God, toward the uni- 
verse, toward other people. Every child learn some- 
thing about religion from his parents, whether or not 
they are conscious of such learning. Realizing this fact, 
many parents feel the need of help in deepening their 
own religious lives, in helping their children to pray 
and in meeting the problems which arise from day to 
day in the lives of young children. It is the responsi- 
bility of the Church to supply this help and every par- 
ish should make some provision for meeting this re- 
sponsibility. 

The department which is concerned with the re- 
ligious education of pre-school children and their par- 
ents has been variously called the Cradle Roll, the Font 
Roll and the Little Helpers. The term “preschool” is 
more descriptive and more inclusive, however, and is, 
therefore, coming to be more generally used. The pre- 
school department is that branch of the Church’s work 
which deals with children from birth to the fourth 
birthday, or those below the recognized kindergarten 
age of the community. The function of this depart- 
ment is to foster the religious education of these chil- 
dren through contacts with their homes and through a 
definite program of parent education. 

The first step in developing a pre-school department 
in a parish would probably be the appointment of a 
leader. This leader should work in close touch with 
the Church School and the Woman’s Auxiliary and 
should be a member of the parish council of religious 
education if there is one. Her responsibilities would in- 
clude: Keeping a list of all the children in the parish 
between birth and the fourth birthday, assisting the

Miss Vera M. Day Writes of St. Margaret’s 
(From “The Hawaiian Church Chronicle”) 


While in Berkeley this summer I stayed at St. Mar- 
garet’s House, which adjoins the campus of the Uni- 
versity of California. St. Margaret’s is the training 
center for women in various fields of Church work 
and a Church service center. It also is developing into 
a retreat and conference center and is a residence for 
students of the University of California. 


Deaconess Newell, dean of the school, was formerly 
principal of the Hooker School in Mexico. Under her 
leadership the Hooker School achieved a high measure 
of success—as St. Margaret’s House is doing now. St. 
Margaret’s House has grown to be a very live center 
for the Episcopal students of the university. Miss Leila 
Anderson, her capable assistant, is the staff member in 
charge of the work among students. 


Two years ago St. Margaret’s moved to its attractive 
new location on the north side of the campus and is 
within easy reach of the Pacific School of Religion and 
the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. The garden 
is lovely and one thing which strikes the attention of 
Honolulu visitors is the handsome lantana vine which 
grows up three sides of the house almost to the roof. 
They exclaim with surprise at the attractive and un- 
usual sight. One can little realize without seeing it how 
effective a vine of lantana can be. Deaconess Newell 
said one day, “We are a real Hawaiian house!” 


An annex has been built to the main house and at 
present has a full quota of twenty-five girls in resi- 
dence. Seven of the students are in training for Church 
work. There is a waiting list of students who wish to 
live there next semester, which shows how popular the 
house is. The personal rather than the institutional 
touch is evident. Those who live there feel that they 
are living together and co-operating as a Christian 
family. The rooms have been furnished by gifts from 
Church groups and I was interested to discover the 
Honolulu chair which was our contribution. 


University students who are in Berkeley for the 
summer session find St. Margaret’s a most pleasant 
place in which to stay. Missionaries on furlough are 
welcomed and also those who are doing definite Church 
work in parishes and wish to pursue a short course of 
study along their own lines. 


Because St. Margaret’s is such a live and progressive 
center there are many needs connected with it. Among 
other things there is a debt to be paid off. While gifts

Ault, Mrs. Lawrence Judd, Mrs. William Thompson, 
Miss Marie Von Holt, Miss Mary Porter, Miss Cenie 
Hornung and Miss Mary Ella Hornung. Miss Geraldine 
Metcalf has been a resident university student there 
during the past year. Dean Newell is glad to have vis- 
itors at St. Margaret’s and is eager that it should be of 
service to the Islands.

St. Elizabeth Guild of Grace Cathedral has been 
meeting every Thursday as usual in the Guild hall, 
facing Sacramento sereet. The ladies decided to con-

tinue their work during the summer vacation months 
and in so doing they have just completed 55 layettes 
and 25 nightgowns called for by the Associated Char- 
ities. At present the Guild is working on garments for 
the Red Cross Society, to be used for children of the 
unemployed.
